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PREFACE 


The present issue of the Statistical Abstract comes oin: as a combined 
volume incorporating the latest available data under the important heads of 
national and social development. Owing to the reorganisation of States, 
figures are not available in all cases for 1954-55 and 1955-56, Information in 
respect of individual States of the Indian Union are, however, given for the 
latest available year. Every year the Abstract introduces new material and 
eliminates relatively less useful data. The alterations thai have been made 
have been listed in tabular statements on pages (xi) to (xv). 

2. The publication would serve not only as a convenient source of reference 
but also as a key to other statistical publications of the Central Government 
agencies. The primary sources are indicated at the foot of each table and the 
relevant publications of the Departments mentioned will furnish more detailed 
information. The various sections of the Abstract are preceded by brief 
explanatory notes which are intended to be read in conjunction with the 
tables* 

3. The cemtinuing co-operation and suggestions for the improvement of 
the Abstract received from the various Ministries of the Government of India, 
the State Goverrments ard the public are acknowledged with gratitude.

MeieoroJogical iata are recorded at some 250 observatories of the 
India Meteorological Department and over 2,500 rain recording stations 
maintained i:y the respective State Governments. 

The meieorological divisions shown correspond more or less to the 
chief political divisions and have remained unchanged for a long time except 
for mergers and the formation of new States. All figures up to 1946 
relate to undivided India; thereafter to the present territory of the Indian 
Union. 

Rainfall.--Acma rainfall is recorded at 8*30 hours I S. T. each day 
throughout the country. It is tabulated at the olfices of the State 
Officers cont]*;)lljng registration of rainfall and published in the State Gazet¬ 
tes. They aic subsequently consolidated and issued bv the India Me¬ 
teorological Depannicnr in the form of two publications each year, viz. 
‘"Daily Raiufill of Iidia” and “Monthly Rainfall of India’'. 

Nonnai rainfall .—The minimum length of the period used for 
working out ihe norrnal rainfall of any station is five years and the maxi¬ 
mum is eigiity years. Normals of rainfall of about seventy five per cent 
of the raingaujre stations are, however, based on data for thirty years or more. 

Table i ^ lows the normal and actual rainfall for the '. arious meteoro¬ 
logical sub~di\'isions of the country for the years 1945 to 1954. I able 2 
gives monthly and arnual rainfall during 1954 and also onal annual rain¬ 
fall for [951 1954 percentage departures from normal. 

Temperature. —Temperature readings arc taken at most of the observa¬ 
tories twice a day at 8-30 and 17-30 hours, I.S.T. I'or this purpose 
thermometers jre put in the shade in “Stevenson Screens''. Table 3 con¬ 
tains monthly figures f >r mean maximum and minimum temperatures for the 
year 1954. It also gives annual figures for maximum and minimum tempera¬ 
tures in the ye^ rs 1951 to 1954. Mea>i temperature is the average of the ma¬ 
ximum and niinimum temperatures recorded (Table 4.) Only monthly 
figures for i9'4 are shown in this table. 

5 me.--Sunshine is the condition at the earth’s surface when the 
sun casts a wdl-clefin':‘d shadow. It is recorded at the principal observa¬ 
tories by standard Campbell-Stokes recorders. Monthly data are shown for 
1954 and anaui 1 for 1947 to 1954 Tabic 5. 

I'hesc data arc published in greater detail in the “Monthly Weather 
Reports” and the “Annual Summary”, brought out the Meteorological

AREA AND POPULATION 


This section provides an abstract of the available data concerning area 
and population of the Indian Union. The main source for these data is the- 
decennial report published by the Census Commissioner. 

As a result of Partition and constitutional changes, the coverage in 
the case of certain tables has undergone material changes. The figures 
now presented correspond to the new political divisions of the country, compos¬ 
ed of Part ‘A’ , and 'C’ States and other territories. 

For the purposes of Tables, 6, 7, 8 and 9 localities which have dis¬ 
tinct urban f^ atures have been regarded as ^‘^towns”. The tests prescribed 
in this regard (for distinguising towns from villages) Vvere based on ideas 
common to all States but not identical; nor were they applied with meticulous 
uniformity. Generally an urban area was defined as: (r) any area which has 
Local body administration, (irrespective of its population and (2) any other 
continuous group of houses inhabited by not less than 5,000 persons and 
having district urban characteristicts, viz^y centre of trade or commerce, high 
density of dwellings, existence of public utility services or dependence of a 
higher proportion of population on non-agricultural means of livelihood. 
For the country as a whole the proportion of population living in 
towns with less than 5,000 persons is only about 0.6% while that of persons 
living in villages with population above 5,000 is 4.4%. 

In Table 15, the total population is divided into two main livelihood 
categories, (a) Agricultural and (b) Non-agricultural. Each main category 
is again sub-divided into four sub-categories namely (a) (i) Cultivators of 
land wholly or mainly owned and their dependents (2) Cultivators of land 
wholly or mainly unowned and their dependents (3) Cultivating labour 
and their dependents (4) Non-cultivating owners of land, agricultural rent 
receivers and their dependents and (b) (i) Production other than cultivation 
(2) Commerce (3) Transport and (4) Other Services and Miscellaneous. 

Table 16 is devoted to self-supporting persons of non-agricultural classes, 
which have been classified under Industries and Services with reference to the 
nature of the commodity produced or the service rendered by them. Self- 
supporting persons are further divided into Employers, Employees and 
Independent workers.

MIGRATION 


Available statistics relating to the movement of population between 
India and other countries are given in this section. 

Emigration, —‘'Emigrant’^ for the purpose of these statements mean 
any person who migrates or has migrated or has been registered as such 
under the Indian Emigration Act, 1922. Emigrants who proceeded to 
different countries and were repatriated therefrom under some rule or 
convention or otherwise assisted to return have been shown separately. 
They exclude passengers on unberthed passenger-ships (explained in a 
later paragraph), who returned on their own. Total figures according to 
sex and occupation are shown for a period of ten years from 1946 to 1955 
and in addition further classification according to countries of destination 
is given for the latest years 1954 i 955 - Figures from August 1947 relate 

to Indian Union ; prior to that they are for undivided India. 

Ports of embarkation with number of emigrants are shown separately. 

The primary statistical data in each case are compiled by the Protectors 
of Emigrants at ports. This information is consolidated by the Ministry of 
External Affairs in the Annual Report on the Working of the Indian Emigra¬ 
tion Act, (1922), 

Passengers by unberthed passenger-ships ,—These tables deal with the 
number of passengers carried in unberhed passenger-ships from ports in 
India on different kinds of voyages. Ant unberthed passenger-ship means a 
ship carrying more than 30 unberthed passengers. The term ‘unberthed 
passenger’ denotes a passenger not less than 12 years of age for whom no 
separate accommodation in any cabin, stare room, or saloon is reserved ; 
this term does not include a passenger in attendance on a berthed passen¬ 
ger-ship, nor a child of less than one year of age. A passenger between the 
ages of one and twelve years is counted as half towards the total number. 

The voyages are classified as “Jong” and “short”. The distinction, 
between the two is that when a ship is expected to be continuously out of 
port for more than 120 hours it is said to be on a long voyage ; otherwise 
on a short voyage. Long voyage figures are given for ports of destination 
out of India while short voyage figures are sub-divided into three classes 
i.e, to ports (i) within the same State, (2) beyond the State but in Inida and 
(3) out of India. Total figures for all the above categories are given 
from 1946-47 to 1955-56. Detailed figures from 1950-51 are also shown 
giving the number of passengers from each port of departure to each 
port of destination on long and short voyages. The Mercantile Marine 
Department, Ministry of Transport collect these statistics from the agents 
of the shipping companies under the Indian Merchants Shipping Act, 
XXI of 1923.

While the figures for that year shown in greater detail, coiTcsponauig 
figures for the earlier years are shown in totals only. Birth rates and death 
rates are the rates per. thousand of mid-year population. The infant mor¬ 
tality rates are expressed as the number of deaths amongst infants under one 
year of age per thousand live births recorded during the period. Registration 
areas are the former Indian Provinces where registration of births and deathes 
is compulsory. 

Table 25 shows the actual number of births and deaths in registration 
areas, their sex distribution and the ratio between the two. The death rate 
is further classified into Urban and Rural acecn-ding to the cause of death and 
according to and month of the year. 

Table 26 vshows the State-wise distribution ofidcaili rates classified into 
Male and Female and into Rural and Urban> while Table 27 shows the birth 
rates State-wise and the excess of briths over deaths or vice versa per 1,000 
of population. 

Table 28 deals with death rate per 1000 of population shown State 
wise according to cause of death. The more commonly known epidemics 
arc shown separately, while the other diseases are grouped together. Com¬ 
parative rates of deaths from various causes in some cases reveal wide varia¬ 
tions between different States but it is difficult to give any reason for. the 
variations. Hence, inter-State comparisons may not be strictly valid. How¬ 
ever, the figures may be used for comparisons over a period of years for the 
same area. 

The number of hospitals and dispensaries run by Government during the 
period 1948-51 and the State-wise distribution in 1951 are shown in Table 
29, together with the number of patients treated iridoor and outdoor, and 
the number of beds available. The income and expenditure of these hos¬ 
pitals, the sources of income and classification of expenditure State-wise are 
also shown in this table. 

Similar data concerning Special, Railway, Private, Non-aided and Sub¬ 
sidised hospitals are shown in the next tabic. The succeeding table lists 
the diseases, and also gives the total number of patients treated and the 
total number of deaths (indoor) of such patients in hospitals and dispensaries. 
Table 32 shows the erresponding Stale-wise distribution of patients treated 
and number of deaths indoor under such disease for the year 1951, the latest 
year for which these data are available. 
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Data concerning mental hospitals are separately shown in Table 33. De¬ 
tailed information regarding the number of patients admitted during the 
latest year, number discharged and number who died, and so on with State- 
wise distribution according to sex, as also the expenditure incurred by Gov¬ 
ernment, receipts and net cost to Governmeent on account of these hos¬ 
pitals is also given in tins table.

JUDICIAL AND ADMINISTRATIVE 

This section presents information relating to the .administration of Civil 
and Criminal Justice^ Registration, Police and Prisons. The data have been 
compiled from the returns furnished by the State authorities, figures 
prior to 1947 are for undivided India, except in the case of Prisons statistics 
where figures prior to 1946 relate to undivided India. Data for Police arc 
available from 1946 and relate to Indian Union only. Information up to the 
year 1948 was being collected from the former Provinces alone. However, 
in the Civil and Criminal Justice portions, the figures for 1948 are inclusive of 
Bhopal, Bilaspur and Tripura also. Those for Registration during 1948 also 
.include Travancore-Cochin in addition to the above three states. 

An attempt has betm made to collect the data since 1949 on an all 
India basis and the response from part "B’ and ‘C* States, not hitherto 
accounted for, has been quite encouraging. The totals for 1949 onward 
would, therefore, not be strictly comparable with earlier data. 

Figures relate to the calendar year period except in the case of certain 
part 3 ’ and ‘C’ States, which could only give figures for the financial year* In 
the interest of uniformity in figures, such states have been requested to 
have the requisite Administration Reports compiled on the Calendar year basis 
in future.

NATIONAL FINANCE 


The Tables contained in this Section cover, in general, the transaction 
on revenue account not only of the Central Government but also of the State 
Governments v^bich have separate resources and separate balances. The 
figures represent the actual cash receipts and disbursements during the finan¬ 
cial year April to March,as distinguished from amounts due to or by Gov¬ 
ernment during the same period. 

2 . The Section begins with a general statement of the revenue and ex¬ 
penditure on revenue account and of the surplus or deficit of the Central 
and Stare Governments which is followed by two tables showing, in somewhat 
greater detail for the year 1953-54? statements of the ordinary revenue and 
the expenditure on revenue account of the Central and State Govrnments 
having separate accounts. Detailed Statements of receipt and expenditure of 
some of the principal heads of revenue is given in the following tables. 

3. The accounts fall under four main heads :—(i) I^evenue, (2) Capital, 
(3) Debt and (4) Remittance. The first deals with the proceeds of taxation 
and other revenue receipts and the expenditure therefrom, the net result 
of which represents the revenue surplus or deficit for the year. The second 
deals with expenditure met usually from borrowed funds, incurred with the 
object either of increasing concrete assets of a meterial character or of re¬ 
ducing recurring liabilities. The third comprises receipts and payments 
in respect of which Government becomes liable respectively to repay the money 
received or has claim to recover the amounts paid, proper adjustments being 
made for repayments of the former and recoveries of the latter. The fourth 
^d last division includes all adjusting heads,

INCOME-TAX : CLASSIFICATION OF DEMAND 


Tables Nos. 86-87 relate to the old scries wherein all India totals for 
Income-tax and Super-tax demand for the years ^ 1948-49 to 1952-53 
have been separately presented, 'I'hc tables Nos. 88-89 Rive the 
All India and State figures by giades of income for the year 1955-56 and 
are designed to show the total tax demand (including surcharge), under 
the Indian Income-Tax Act, 1922, as well as the net income left in the 
hands of the assessees after payment of the taxes. .‘\11 India totals for the 
years 1953-54 1954-55 are also given in table 88. The classification accot- 

ding to grades is based on total income before deduction of tax. The assessees 
in the grade below Rs. 4,200 in respect of classes other than Companies 
are generally non-residents liable to tax on the basis of their total 
world income. 

The scope of the Act has been enlarged by section 3 of the Indian 
Finance Act, 1950 (XXV of 1950), and from 1950-51, it extends to the whole 
of India, except the State of Jammu and Kashmir. The taxation laws 
have been extended to the State of Jammu and Kashmir from 1954 - 55 -

grades of net income and classes of assessees on AU-India and State 

basis.

Table ioo 

Money Rates in India. —This table, contains the highest ana lowest o£ 
money lates ruling during the year (April to March) from 1946-47 to 

1955-56. 

Bank Rate. —The standard rate at which the Reserve Bank of India is 
prepared to buy or rediscount bills ot exchange or other commercial paper 
eligible for purchase under the Reserve Bank of India Act. 

State Bank of India Hundi Rate, —The rate at which The State Bank 
discounts first class three months commercial bills. 

Call Money Rate. —^Relates to inter-bank advances repayable on call at 
the option of the lender. 

Bazar Bill Rate. —Rates at which bills of small traders are repcited 
to have been discounted by shroffs. These are unofficial quotations. 

Treasury Bill Rate. —Represents the average rate of discount on 
Central Government Treasury bills sold to public during the period. 

Deposit Rates. —^As quoted by larger banks in Bombay. 

Table joi 

Foreign Exchange Rates. —Figures represent the selling rates of T.Ts. 
in Bombay and are the averages of working days during the period. 

The last two columns show the London/New York cross rates. Th& 
new cross rate of 2*79^ selling and 2*8o| buying was established on i9tix 
September, 1949? following devaluation.

PRICES CURRENT 


Statistics of wholesale prices are based mainly on reports received from 
Government agencies and commercial bodies in important market centres 
Information is available concerning almost all the principal commodities 
that enter into the trade of the country. 

Index Number of Wholesale Prices m India, —This index is compiled by 
the Economic Adviser to the Govt, of India. It is a general purpose 
index with Sept. i938'’Aug, 1939 as base. It covers 78 commodities divid^' 
ed into 5 major groups and 18 sub-groups. The major groups comprise 
food articles industrial raw materials 19, semi-'manufactured articles 
23j manufactured articles 19, and miscellaneous 6. The index is the 
geometric mean of price relatives with weights proportionate to the 
value of quantities marketed during 1938-39. Quantities retained by pro¬ 
ducers have been left but of account in the case of agricultural commodities 
and other industrial raw materials. With regard to manufactured and semi-' 
manufactured products it is assumed that the entire production was put 
on the market. Percentage weights are as follows :—food articles 31^ in’- 
dustrial raw materials semi-manufactured articles 17, manufactures 30> 
and miscellaneous 4.. The index is calculated weekly from once a week 
prices on or about Friday for 230 varieties of the 78 items. Monthly 
indices are the geometric avarage s of weekly figures. 

A revised index of whole sale prices with base 1952-53=100 is now 
compiled by the Economic Adviser to Govt, of India. This table has 
been included for the first time in the Abstract. The index includes 112 
commodities and 555 individual quotations divided into six main groups. 
It is a weighted arithmetic mean of price relatives. The weights 
assigned to various commodities are based on marketed values of domestic 
produce and value ot'imports inclusive of duty. In regard to Manufactures 
(Intermediate and Finished Products) weights have been fixed according to 
gross value of products as obtained from Census cf Manufactures 1948 also 
taking into account the imports. Weight for electricity is based on energy 
sold valued at average all India rates. Petroleum weights are based on 
consumption figures. Data for General Index (Revised Series) have also 
been specially converted to old base and shown side by side for comparison. 


Wholesale Prices of Certain Staple Articles of Trade at Selected Stations 
in India, —Figures arc given for several varieties in the case of most of the 
commodities but they generally relate to the chief market only in each case. 
The figures represent the wholesale prices prevailing in the markers during 
the last week of each month. Annual figures are averages of months. 


Worhmg Class Consumer Price Index.-^~The figures for the various centres 
relate only to working class families^ the heads of which are in full time regu¬ 
lar employment. They represent changes in the cost of a given schedule of 
goods and services consumed by an average working class household in each 
centre as determined by periodical field enquiries. The items in the list of 
articles are grouped under five heads viz*i food;, fuel and lighting,, clothing, 
house-rent and miscellaneous and separate indices are worked out for the 
individual groups. The index for any group is the weighted arithmetic 
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average of the price relatives of the several items in the groups the weights 
being proportionate to the expenditure of an average working class family 
on ti e item. To arrive at the general index^ the group indices are averaged 
together after being weighted by the percentages of the total expenditure 
devoted to each of tliese groups by an average working class family. Rent 
figures in all cases are obtained from enquiries held at long intervals. No 
account is taken of the seasonality in prices of commodities and services 
included. Annual indices are the arithmetic means of the monthly indices. 

All India average consumer price index and its constituents have been 
shown with base shifted to 1949=^100, This index (Original base, 1944 = 
100) is a weighted average of indices for certain selected centres, the weights 
being the figures of ^blown-up factory employment’ (corrected for the 
effects of partition wherever necessary) over the centres selected within the 
State in proportion to factory employment at each centre during 1944^ 
In all, consumer price indices for twenty seven centres have been included 
in the All India Series, 15 of which are compiled by the Labour Bureau on 
base and the rest by respective State Governments on varying* 

base periods. The centres cover all the former 9 Part A States, three 
Part B States viz.^ Hyderabad, Mysore and Travancore-Coebin, and 2 
Pan C States m., Ajmer and Delhi. 

Index Nximber of Security Prices. —The index number of security prices 
is a general purpose index complied by the Reserve Bank of India. The 
series have been revised with effect from the first week of April, 1953- The 
average for 1953 thus relates to 39 weeks, ending December. The base 
period has been changed from the calendar year 1938 to the financial year 
1949^50 and the method of compilation has been slightly modified in as- 
much as that the in revised series the chained index numbers of the sub¬ 
groups are weighted instead of weighting the link-relatives. 

In the compilation of the index, 468 scrips are included. These scrips 
were selected from among those quoted on the Bombay, Calcutta, 
Madras and Delhi (for variable dividend industrials) stock exchanges on 
the basis of the importance of the concerns to which they related and their 
activity in the market. The scrips were classified into four groups and 
thirty-eight cub-groups. The weights allocated to each of them were pro¬ 
portionate to the total amount of loans outstanding, in the case of government 
and semi-government securities and to the market value of shares during the 
base period in the ^ case of fixed-dividend industrials and variable-dividend 
industrials. The indices Were calculated from weekly average prices for 
the selected scrips. The average quotations of the scrips during the base 
year represent the arithmetic means of the daily quotations for the whole year. 
Monthly and annual indices are similar averages of weekly figures.

JOINT STOCK COMPANIES 

Statistics relating to Joint Stock Companies are based on returns from 
Registrars of Joint Stock Companies in regard to companies governed^ in the 
case of Part A and Part C States^ by the Indian Companies Act VII of 1913 as 
amended by Act XXII of 1936 and in the case of Part B States by similar laws 
in force relating to registration of companies. 

Statistics are given for number and paid up capital of companies limit¬ 
ed by shares only. All figures shown relate to undivided India up to 1946-47 
and thereafter to the Indian Union. International Standard Classification 
was adopted in I954-55- 


Statistics relating to foreign companies which carry on business in India 
are shown separately. They relate to companies incorporated elsewhere 
than in India, chiefly with sterling capital. However, in the case of most of 
the banking and insurance companies and some of the navigation and other 
trading companies incorporated outside India, only a portion of the capital 
shown is invested in India. 

Index of Industrial Profits (Table 131) 

The index gives only a rough estimate of fluctuations in company profits 
Mnder the industries included and should not be treated as a general index 
of business profits. 

Bas^ —1939=100. 

Coverage ,—Comprises eight principal industries having an overall cover¬ 
age of more than 60 per cent, in terms of paid-up capital of all the companies 
in these industries . Judged by the total paid-up capital of all the companies 
in the entire field of trade and industry, the share of the companies included 
would, however, not exceed 25 per cent. 

Computation .—Chain system has been adopted both for individual 
industries and for all industries. Only net profits are included. The data 
are collected exclusively from Investors’ Year Book published by M/s 
flace, Siddons and Gough, Calcutta . The profits declared by a com¬ 
pany in any year indicate the prosperity or otherwise of the company in the 
previous year. Besides the industry-wise indices, the actual figures of the 
number of companies accounted for and their total net profits each year and 
profits of the same companies in the previous year are also given.

The 
data from 1950-51 onwards in respect of all states, except Jammu and Kash¬ 
mir, pertain to one uniform period, 1.^,, the year ended 3o^h June. 

Statistics for the year 1954-55 ^re shown separately for Central, Agri¬ 
cultural and Non-agricultural societies. The Centri societias include 
state (provincial) and central banks and banking unions, non-credit societies, 
central land-mortgage banks, supervising unions and state (provincial) unions 
or institutes. Agricultural societies include agricultural credit societies, 
agricultural non-credit societies, grain banks and primary land-mortgage 
banks, Non-agricultural societies include non-agricultural credit, non- 
crtdk and insurance societies.

AGRICULTURE 


Avuilable statistics regarding Agriculture shown in the following tables 
cover a period of ten years, the latest in most cases being the year 1954-55. 
While total figures for the whole of India are shown for the earlier years, 
their Statewise distribution is shown only for the latest year. Figures relate 
to the Inciiaji Uni* n and include Part A, B, C and D States as th<2y were known 
before reorganisation of States. The source for the data is the Ministry of 
Food and Agriculture, who in turn depend on the individual state authorities 
for primary returns. 

Table 141— Area according to village papers is worked out from the 
returns of area prepared by the village staff for revenue purposes, whereas 
area by profession^ survey is calculated by the Survey of India. There is a 
slight difference between the above two sets of figures because of the 
different methods by which they are calculated and also because some 
areas are unsurs^eyed as no reporting agency cKists there. 

Area under forests shown in the Agricultural Statistics does not agree 
in most cases with those stated in the Report on the administration of Forest 
Departments, because (i) the administration reports relate exclusively to 
forests worked by Forest Departments while the tables of agricultural statistics 
include in addition, forest areas administered by District Officers and (2) 
certain village and other lands not covered by forests but worked by Forest 
Departments are not treated as forests in the returns of Agricultural 
Statistics. 

Area not available for cultivation is land which is absolutely barren or 
uncultivable or covered by buildings, water or roads or otherwise appropria¬ 
ted for non-agricultural purposes. 

Other uncultivated land excluding fallows denotes land for cultivation 
but not taken up, and includes culturable waste, permanent pastures and 
other grazing lands, and land under miscellaneous tree crops. 

Fallow lands denote culturable areas which after abandonment remain 
uncultivated over a defined period of varying length in different States. 

Net area sown^ area sown more than once and total cropped area~ 

In computing the aggregate net area sown, the areas sown more than once 
have been counted only once. However while calculating the total cropped 
area, if different crops are raised on a given land, the same area is counted more 
than once. 

Table 142 and 143: Figures arc given for area and yield of 29 principal 
crops. Regular all-India forecasts are issued in regard to most of these crops 
viz.’i all foodgrains except small millets, oilseeds, fibres, potatoes, sugarcane, 
ginger, black pepper, chillies and tobacco. The estimates for small millets 
and coconut are ad hoc while the figures for tea, coffee and rubber are based on 
regular returns received from State Governments. 

rhe figures in respect of cereals and gram relate to both reporting and 
non-reporting areas while those for other crops refer to reporting areas only. 
The estimates relating to non-reporting areas are based on special returns from 
State Governments. 
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AGRICULTURE 


The data relate to crop year ending June unless otherwise stated. Figures 
for the latest year are the final forecasts while those for the previous year are 
partially revised estimates as issued from time to time along with the final 
forecasts. Figures for earlier years are revised estimates. 

The total of area figures shown in table 142 would fall short of the total 
cropped area by about 10 percent due to the non-inclusion of (i) certain crops 
such as condiments and spices, indigo, and other dyes, opium and other drugs 
and miscellaneous other food and non-food crops for which yield figures are 
not estimated and (ii) non-reporting areas under some of the forecast crops 
mentioned earlier. 

Table 144 shows the index of agricultural production in India on base 
crop year ending June 1950=100, The index covers 28 crops divided into 
two main groups and six sub-groups. Weights have been assigned to different 
commodities in proportion to the total value of production of each commodity 
during the base period. The output has been evaluated at annual harvest 
prices prevailing during the year. In a few cases where reliable harvest prices 
were not available, average wholesale prices have been used with appropriate 
adjustment. The crops included and weights alloted to each are mentioned in 
the table. 

The index numbers have been constructed by the chain base method in 
order to provide for changes in the estimates of production due to extension 
in the geographical coverage or to variation in the method of estimation over 
time. The sub-groups, the groups and all commodity index numbers are 
the weighted arithmetic averages of production indices of crops covered. The 
concept of producton for the series is gross^ no allowance being made for seed 
or wastage. Livestock products and certain minor crops are not included 
in the index. 

Table 145 shows average yield per acre in lbs. of 24 principal crops 
and 3 plantation crops, namely tea, coffee and rubber. 

Table 146 gives an account of agricultural implements and machinery 
in actual use as recorded in 1945 1951 livestock census. Statewise details 

are given for 1951. 

Table 147 shows achievements under works and supply schemes of the 
“Grow More Food Campaign”, Works schemes are concerned with minor 
irrigation works and land improvement measures while the supply schemes 
are connected with distribution of fertili2ers, manures and improved seeds. 

Table 148 shows data concerning estimates of land revenue in different 
States, classified according to different systems of land tenure prevailing in 
the States, along with other particulars. 

Table 149 gives data in regard to size of holdings of cultivated land and 
is based on the census of land holdings and cultivation carried out in 22 States. 
The data generally relates to the year 1953-54* In 10 States namely, Andhra 
Bombay, Madhya Pradesh, Madras, Hyderabad, Madhya Bharat, Surashtra,. 
Ajmer, Bhopal and Cutch the information is based on complete enumeration, 
In 7 other States namely Punjab, PEPSU, Mysore , Coorg, Delhi, Himachal 
Pradesh and Vindhya Pradesh also there was a complete enumeration but 
was restricted to holdings of 10 acres or above.

The tables show in an abstract form the available statistics concerning 
irrigation. Whereas All-India totals are shown from i945-46> the statewise 
distribution is given for the latest year. 

Table 151 shows data concerning area under irrigation, according to 
inodes of irrigation. Table 152 shows area under irrigation according 
to crop-wise distribution. The source for the data is the revenue records. 

Table 153 shows data concerning principal irrigation works and 
results of their operations. These irrigation works include canals and their 
distributaries, and the results of their operations include total capital outlay, 
gross receipts, worldng expenses, net revenue, and interest on capital outlay 
etc. Works arc also classified into (i) productive, (2) unproductive, and 
(3) navigation, embankment and drainage works. 

Productive ‘tvorks are those which produce suliicieat reveu.ia to over 
the working expenses and interest on cipital-at-chirge. Most of the largest 
irrigation works in. India belong to this class. 

Unproductive Works are those which consist mostly of works not consw 
dered sufficiently remunerative but sanctioned with a view to protecting 
precarious tracts against famine. 

There are no separate irrigation works in Delhi, as it is included in the 
Delhi Division of the irrigation system of Punjab. Canal irrigation is not ia 
operation in Ajmer and Himachal Pradesh, Manipur, Tripura, and Andaman 
and Nicobar islands Revenue accounts regarding irrigation works in the 
erstwhile princely states, forming former Part B and G states were either 
not kept or could not be suitably utilized. 

Information regarding navigation, embankment, and drainage works 
is restricted to Madras and West Bengal only. These works are mainly 
concerned with flood-control measures. The data are furnished by the 
respective authorities of the State Governments.

FORESTS 


Statistics concerning forests are shown in five tables. The first two 
tables deal with the area of forest lands and outturn of forest produce in 
the different States of the Indian Union. Areas under forest arc classified 
according to types of ownership, namely, state and private. Forests owned 
by corporate bodies have been included under private forests. Areas under 
forest are also classified according to legal status such as ‘‘Reserved’* 
'‘Protected” and “Unclasscd”. Reserved forest is one which is permanently 
dedicated either to the production of timber or other forest produce and in 
which right of grazing and cultivation is seldom allowed. In protected 
forests, these rights are allowed subject to a few mild restrictions. Un¬ 
biassed forests occur mostly in Madhya Pradesh, Assam, Bihar and Bombay 
and consist largely of inaccessible forests. 

Forest produce is classified as major produce and minor produce. The 
column ‘others’ under major produce comprises round wood and pulp wood 
while that under minor produce includes animal products, fibres and flosses, 
rubber and latex incense and perfume wood, vegetable oils and oilseeds, 
etc. Figures of quantity along with total value arc shown in the case of the 
former and value only in the case of the latter. 

Three other tables give figures regarding : 

(i) Area of forests protected from fire and cattle 
(n) Progress bf forest regeneration and afforestation. 

(m) Employment in forestry and forest industry. 

Total figures have been shown from the year 1944-45 to 1953-54, whereas 
statewise distribution is shown for the latest year 1953-54 which covers total 
Indian Union territory. Yearly totals for the period up to 1956-57 relate to 
Part ‘A’ States, and Ajmer, Coorg and Andamans only, which ^vere the only 
reporting areas up to that period, while those for subsequent years repre¬ 
sent almost the whole of the Indian Union. 

The coverage of forest statistics has steadily increased since 1947-48 as 
compared with pi'evious years, due to the inclusion of former princely states. 

Further details concerning forest statistics are available in the Indian 
Forest Statistics and other publications of the Ministry of Food and Agriculture, 
fiamely Agrictdtural Statistics of India, Volnmes I and IL

SERICULTURE 


Available data relating to sericulture which are restricted to the produc¬ 
tion of raw silk, have been collected by the Central Silk Board, with the co¬ 
operation of the sericultural departments in the States. 


Raw silk is of two kinds, viz* mulberry and non-mulberry. The distinc¬ 
tion arises from the rearing of si Ik-worms upon either mulberry leaves or other 
plants. Mulberry silk is produced mainly in Mysore, West Bengal, Madras, 
Jammu and Kashmir, Assam and Punjab, although some other States have 
made some progress in this direction under their development plans. Non¬ 
mulberry silk, comprising Tassar^ Eri and Muga and is produced in Assam, 
Bihar Madhya Pradesh, Orissa and West Bengal.

LIVESTOCK STATISTICS 


Data regarding the number of livestock and poultry, besides agricultural 
implements (shown separately under Agriculture) are collected through a 
census conducted quinquennially. In the rural areas, the primary data are 
collected through the village revenue agencies where they exist and where 
they do not, through other local staff. In the urban areas, the staff of the 
Municipal or Notified Area Committees collect the information. The data 
are compiled by the Departments of Agriculture, Veterinary or Land Revenue, 
as the case may be, in the different States and consolidated returns showing 
district-wise details are furnished to the Directorate of Economics and Statis¬ 
tics in the Ministry of Food and Agriculture. 

The data collected during 1951 census have a better coverage than before 
as a result of the political integration of the country after Independence, Orissa 
and Manipur could not conduct the 1951 Livestock Census and as such data for 
these States for 1945 have been repeated. Data for eariler Censuses have been 
shown after adjusting them, as far as possible, to the 1951 administrative 
set up. But they are not strictly comparable owing to variation in coverage. 

Livestock Products,—ViguvQS for production of milk, ghee^ butter and 
skins are estimates based on the Livestock Census. For consumption of milk 
and production of hides, the sources are the Marketing Reports, issued by the 
Directorate of Marketing and Inspection, Ministry of Food and Agriculture. 
Data on meat is based on 1949 slaughter figures.

Data relate to all Act and Non-Act Mines, Figures for mines 
covered by the Indian Mines Act are collected by the Chief Inspector of Mines 
and supplemented to the extent possible in respect of Non-Act mines by the 
Geological Survey of India. The figures for 1955 have been consolidated by 
the Indian Bureau of Mines. With fhe extension of the Indian Mines Act 
to part‘B’states, the coverage of Non-Act mines has, however, been consi¬ 
derably reduced and is estimated to be of the order of only 3 to 5 per cent. 
at present. It may be added that Petroleum and salt are the only important 
minerals not cohered by the Act. Figures relating to petroleum output 
are, however not available for publication.

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This Section of the Abstract presents data in resp^t of employment, wages 
and earnings, industrial disputes, accidents and agricultural labour. Details 
are given below:— 

Employment — 

Attempts have been made to cover statistics regarding employment both 
under the public and private sectors as far as figures are available. The 
following tables have been included:— 

Central Government excluding Railways and Indian Missions and 
Embassies abroad (Table 173). 

Public works including Central P.W.D., State P.W.D. and River Pro¬ 
jects (Table 174). 

State Transport Services (Table 175), 

Municipalities (Table 176). 

Factories (Tables 177 to 178). 

Employment in Factories according to age and sex (Table 179). 

Mines (Table 180). 

Plantations ('fable 181). 

Shops and commercial establishments (I'able 182). 

Statistics relating to Employment in factories have been collected under 
the provisions of the Indian Factories Act, 1934 up to 1948 and under the 
Indian Factories Act, 1948 thereafter. The old Act which was in force till 
1948 covered faaories employing 20 workers or more and using power, 
besides which certain factories, employing 10 workers or more whether 
using power or not were covered by notification in some of the States. 
The coverage has since been extended under the new Act to all Factories 
employing 10 workers or more with the aid of power and 20 workers or 
more without the aid of power. Smaller factories have also been notified in 
some of the States under special powers given in the Act, but it has not 
been possible to include information relating to such factories. 

Table 177 (A) gives figures collected under the two factories Acts men¬ 
tioned above. Up to the year 1946 they relate to undivided British India and 
from 1947, to the corresponding areas of the Indian union. Territories merged 
with Part ‘A’ Slates have been gradually covered subsequently. From 1950 
onwards figures are compiled in conformity with the International standard 
Industrial Classification. Detailed figures regarding number of factories and 
average daily number of workers employed in each industry during the year 
1955 in various part ‘A’ States, 3 part "Cf States viz Delhi, Ajmer and Coorg 
and also Andaman & Nicobar Islands are given in table 177-B. Annual totals 
for each State from 1948 are also shown. 

Tabi.r 178 shows Statistics of cmplo>tnent in factories in the part 
States and remaining part States. The data are compiled on the basis 
of voluntary returns and cannot be regarded as very complete, Statewise 
and industry-wise figures are given for the year 1954 nndbnly State totals from 
I949‘ 
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Table 179.—Average daily employment in factories accorduig to age and 
sex groups is shown in this table. It has the - same coverage as table 177*^.. 
In the Indian Factories Act 1948, the following changes were made in the 
definition of adult, adolescent and child, as compared to the Factories Act,

Table 180. —I'he dozen minerals covered are the principal ones for 
\vhich regular employment statistics are available for the entire period covered. 
The figures presented in this table represent the daily labour employed both 
above ground and underground in the Act as well as non-Act mines. Up to 
J953 the figures relating to Act mines were collected by the Geological Survey 
of India from the Department of Mines and supplemented, to the extent 
possible, with data in respect of non-Act mines collected from other sources. 

Figures from 3954 in respect of minerals other than Petroleum and Salt 
•are based on returns under the Indian Mines Act, 1952, the coverage of which 
is nearl}^ cent per cent. Petroleum and Salt (except Rock Sait) are not co¬ 
vered by Mines Act and figures are compiled by the concerned agencies on 
the basis of voiuntaiy returns. 

Table 181 shows Statewise average daily number of persons employed 
in tea, coffee and rubber estates. The Directorate of Economics and 
Statistics, Ministr}' of Food and Agriculture collects figures of employment 
from tea, coffee and rubber estates every year through State Governments, 
All workers-gardens and outside are covered. According to instructions 
laid down, eacii estate furnishes figures of 'average daily employment’ by di¬ 
viding the total man-days worked during a year by a standard figure of 300 
working days. The figures of 'average daily employment’ for individual es¬ 
tates are added up to obtain the ‘average daily employment’ for the industry, 
viz.:, tea, citffee and rubber, as a whole. 

Table 182 shows the statistics of employment available in respect of 
shops, commercial establishment and restaurants, registered under the Weekly 
Holidays Act or Shops and Commercial Establishments Act in the various 
States. These Acts are in force in certain urban areas of States, covering 
municipal areas, towns and cantonments, and hence the statistics given there 
relate to shops and commercial establishments in such areas only. Further, 
there is no regular arrangement for collecting annual returns on employment 
from the individual units covered by the Act and the employment data were 
collected specially at the request of the Labour Bureau. In some cases, 
the emplo)’menT data were compiled from the figures furnished by the em¬ 
ployers at the time of registration of the unit under the Act and in other cases 
they tvere collected specially by the inspectors appointed under the Act dir- 
•ectly from the individual establishments. The Inspectors generally estimated 
the number of persons employed and it does not appear that any uniform 
measure of employment, “average daily employment’’ for a period or 
‘^number on rolls” on a particular day was followed. 
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Employment Service, 

Statistics in this sub-section show the working of the Employment Ex¬ 
changes under the control of Directorate General of Resettlement and Em¬ 
ployment, Ministry of Labour and Employment. The nature of work under¬ 
taken by the Employment Exchanges consists of registering people who are 
seeking employment and securing employment to the unemployed. 

Table 183 shows the number of job-seekers on the live-register of Em¬ 
ployment Exchanges, according to the nature of jobs applied for. 


Table 184 shows the number of applicants placed in employment through 
the employment exchanges according to the nature of service and place¬ 
ments of certain special categories of applicants. 

Wages and Earnings, 

The statistics in respect of wages and earnings of factory w^orkers are 
collected under the Payment of Wages Act in all Part 'A’ States and Part 
‘C’ States of Delhi, Ajmer and Coorg. ‘Wages’ as defined in the Act, cover 
all remunerations capable of being expressed in terms of money and payable 
under the terms of the contract. The provisions of the Payment of Wages 
Act apply to all factory^ employees, including clerical and supervisory staff 
whose monthly earning do not exceed Rs. 200 per month. 


These figures may be read with certain broad limitations, (1) the 
number of establishments furnishing returns may not be the same from year to 
year, (2) the covemge of the statistics has been enlarged with the coming into 
force of the Factories Act, 1948 because thenceforward, the definition of the 
factory has been extended to all factories working with the aid of powder and 
employing 10 or more workers as alsc) those working without the aid of power 
and employing 20 or more wwkers. 

Table 185 shows the total annual earnings of factory workers, 
according to States. 

Table 186 shows the average annual earnings of a factory worker, accord- 
ding to States. 

Table 187 shows the average annua] earnings of factory employees by 
industries. 

While computing the figures of average annual earnings the Food group, 
Beverages, Tobacco industries and Gins and Presses have been excluded, 
as these groups contain mainly seasonal factories where the annual earnings 
of workers rarely relate to a whole year and therefore would not be comparable 
with the data on earnings, in the case of perennial factories. Railway work¬ 
shops are also not covered in these statistics as they are covered separately 
under Railways. 

Table 188 shows Wages in Tea Plantations (cash earnings only) and 
Mining Industry. The figures relating to Tea Plantations are worked out 
on the basis of information available for 2 months in the year, March 
and September, while those relating to Mines refer to the month of December 
each year. 
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Industrial Accidetus, 

Industrial accidents cover all accidents, occurring in factories or mines 
which result in either death or injury to a worker, necessitating his absence 
from work for 48 hours or more. 

Table 189- A shows statistics of injuries resulting from accidents in fac¬ 
tories, collected under the Factories Act, 1948, from all factories registered 
under the Act, in all Part ‘A’ States and Delhi, Ajmer and Andaman and. 
Nicobar Islands. Figures are given for number and frequency rate of fatal 
and non*fatal injuries in the above states in the year 1955 together with= 
totals for earlier year. 

Table 189-B shows number of accidents and number oi injuries (i.e.,. 
number of persons receiving injuries) in Alines. The data are tolleced under 
the AAines Act. Accidents have been classified into Fatal and Serious. ^A 
serious injury’ is one which involves, or in all probability will involve, perma¬ 
nent loss or injury to sight or hearing or fracture of limb or enforced absence- 
of the injured person from work for a period exceeding 20 days. Complete 
statistics of "minor injuries’ are not available. 

Data up to 1946 covers prepartition British India and thereafter up to 
1950 the corresponding areas of the Indian Union. Figures from 1951 cover 
whole of Indian Union except Jammu and Kashmir. 

Industrial disputes. 

Industrial disputes relate to strikes and lock-outs resulting in stoppage of 
work involving ten or more workers in all sectors of employment including, 
mines, factories, plantations, transport, trade, municipal services, etc. 
Sympathetic strikes and certain other types of stoppages, which do not. 
strictly come under the definition of industrial disputes as laid down in the 
Industrial Disputes Act, ^947? are not covered* 

Table 190 shows the State-wise distribution of the number of disputes, 
workers involved and the number of man-days lost on account of the dis¬ 
putes and Table 191 shows the classification of industrial disputes by causes. 

Workmeti^s Cornpemation 

Table 192 shows compensation paid to workers involved in the industrial 
accidents under the Workmen’s Compensation Act and excludes compensa¬ 
tion for injuries )>aid under the Employees’ State Insurance Act. For the 
purposes of compensation, accidents have been divided into deaths, permanent 
disability and temporary disability. It may be mentioned here that the num¬ 
ber of accidents reported under the Factories Act or Mines Act is slightly diff¬ 
erent from the number of accidents compensated under the Workmen’s- 
Compensation Act, on account of certain circumstances. Figures up to 1946’ 
relate to prepartiuon British India and thereafter to all part ‘A’ States, 4 part 
"C’ States (Ajmer, Bhopal, Coorg and Delhi) and Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands.

INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 

This Section deals with the following items:— 

(a) Census of Alanufacturing Industries. 

(b) Production of Cotton piecegoods and yam. 

(c) Production in certain selected industries. 

(d) Interim Index of Industrial Production 
and (e) Revised Index of Industrial Production. 

Explanatory notes on the tables under each of the above items are given 
below: 

Census of Manufacturing Industries (Table 200-201) 

I'his portion presents a summary of statistics of manufacturing industries 
in India from 1946 onwards as obtained by the Annual Census of Manufac'tures 
conducted under the authority of the Industrial Statistics Act, 1942. Detailed 
figures for 1953 and totals for the years 1946 to 1952, have been given for 
comparison. 

2. Area and period covered, —^The figures refer to calendar years and 
do not cover any portion of Pakistan. The 1946 census was cvmfincd to the 

tirrior/ covered by all the Part ‘A* States and Delhi and Ajmer among 
Part ‘C’ States. Data for the years 1947 and 1948 covered the following 
Part ‘B’ and ‘C" States in addition :— 

(a) PEPSU, (!?) Rajasthan (Jodhpur only), (c) Saurashtra (Porbandar only), 
{d) Travancore-Cochin (Cochin only), {e) Vindhya Pradesh and (/) Himach^ 
Pradesh. 

Data for 1949, however, included only the following Part ‘B’ and ‘C’ 
States in addition to those covered in 1946 :— 

(a) PEPSU, {b) Iravancore-Cochin (Cochin only), (c) Vindhya Pradesh 
and (if) Himachal Pradesh 

Data for the years 1950 to 1952 covered the following part ‘B’ and ‘C’ 
States in addition, (a) Rajasthan, {b) Saurashtra and (c) Kutch, 

3. Classification of Industries. —Only 29 important industries have been 
included in the census. 

4. Establishments covered. —The census is confined to manufacturing 
industries proper and only factories listed under jJcction 2 (;) of the Indian 
Factories Act, 1934 ^^v'e been covered. Such factories employed 20 or more 
workers and the manufacturing process in them carried on with the aid 
of power. 

5. Capital Structure. —All particulars under this head are as on the 31st 
December each year or the last closing date of accounts, except in the case 
of sugar. In the case t)f sugar industry, the particulars are as on 30th June. 

Productive Capital employed is the value according to the books of the 
factory on the date to which the particulars relate. 

6. Persons engaged. —Include all adminisi--anve, clerical and technical 
staff working within the factory area and all those engaged in effecting de¬ 
livery of the output. Persons employed in retail sales organization and 
personnel of the central administrative offices outside the factory area have 
not been included. The persons employed have been divided into two broad 
groups :— 

(a) Wage earners and (6) others. 
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industrial production 


Wage earners are those who perform manual work. They comprise 
piece-workers and time-workers. Persons solely employed in a clerical capa¬ 
city in a room or place where no manufacturing process is carried on are 
not classified as workers. 

The average daily employment has been worked out by dividing tne 
aggregate number in attendance on ail working days by total number of work¬ 
ing days during the year. Daily attendance is the aggregate of attendance, 
in all shifts. Days on which the "factory was closed for whatever cause have 
not been treated as working days. 

Wa^es and salaries .—Include cost of living or dearness allowances' 
overtime earnings and other additional payments. Fines, etc., have been, 
deducted. 

8. Cost of Material^ fuel , etc., consumed ,—Figures refer to the pur-- 
chase value of raw materials, fuel, electricity, coal gas, lubricating materials* 
and water consumed in the manufacturing of products and by-products for 
sale. Only materials purchased have been included and those made in the 
factory have not been accounted for. The purchase value includes transport 
charges and duties paid, 

9, Value added by manufacture .—^This denotes the increase in the total 
value of commodities as calculated by subtracting the cost of materials, supplies, 
containers, fuel, purchased electric energy, contract work and depreciation 
of fixed assets from the total value of products including work done by the 
industry for customers. 

Cotton Mills—Producticn (Table 202-203). 

The statistics of cotton spinning and weaving in Indian A tills given irv 
this table are compiled from returns furnished by the latter in accordance 
with the requirements of the Cotton Industry (Statistics) Act XX of 1926. 

For the purpose of the Act, goods are deemed to be manufactured when 
all manufacturing processes which they are intended to undergo have beea 
completed and the goods are baled, boxed or packed, or otherwise issued out 
of the mill premises. 

Both variety-wise and State-wise details of cotton yarn spun and woven- 
goods manufactured have been shown. Data from 1947-48 onwards relate 
to the Indian Union. 

Production of Selected Industries in India (Table 204). 

The data contained in this table cover 92 industries. Returns are 
received from producing units on a voluntary basis except in the case of Coal, 
Sugar, Vegetable oil (Vanaspati), Cotton textiles and Iron & Steel, where the 
collecting agencies have: powers to call for returns. 

Figpres for organized indus tries like steel, salt, coal, sugar, cement, cotton 
textiles, paper, iute, matches, elc., cover the entire production in tlte country► 
Jute production figures from January 1949 relate to mills in the membership 
of Indian Jute Mills Association which account for nearly 95 per cent, of 
entire output. Figures for other industries represent all organisd factories 
in those industries but small units have been left our. The data in this table 
relate to production in all .states in the Indian. Ihuon other than Jammu and 
Kashmir except in the case of woollen Manufactures, Matches and Electricity 
Generated, where production in the latter state is also included. The 
installed capacity in every case refers vo the close of the period.

PATENTS AND DESIGNS 


The statistics relate to grant of patents and the registration of designs 
under the Indian Patents and Designs Act, 1911 (II of 1911), They do 
not include trade marks or copyright in books, pictures, or patent and pro¬ 
prietary medicines which respectively come within the scope of Trade Marks 
Act, 1940, the Indian Copyright Act, 1914 and the Drugs Act, 1940. The 
table contains information up to the year 1956, 

^Application for a patent" is a request, for a grant from the Governmint 
which confers on the grantee, for a limited term, the exclusive privilege 
of making, selling and using an "invention"" and also of authorizing others 
to do so. 

^Patents Sealed" means patents granted and sealed with the seal of the 
Patent Office on payment of the prescribed fee. 

^Extension of the term of patent" means extension beyond the normal 
term of sixteen years. Such extensions are usually granted for further terras 
not exceeding five years and, in exceptional circumstances, ten years. 

^Lapsed patents" means patents which ceased to be in force owing to 
non-payment of prescribed fees for continuance. 

^Registration of design" confers upon the registered proprietor ‘copyright' 
in the design for the period of registration (initially five years and extendable 
by a further period of ten vears).

RAILWAYS 


For statistical purposes, Indian Railway systems were broadly classified 
on the following lines up to 1950-51 — 

Class I.—Railways with gross earnings of not less than Rs. 50 lakhs 
a year. 

Class II.— Railways with gross earnings of less than Rs, 50 lakhs a 
year but exceeding Rs. 10 lakhs. 

Class III.—Railways with gross annual earnings of not more than 
Rs. 10 lakhs. 

From 1951-52, the Indian Railways have been classified as : — 

(i) Government Railways (ii) Non-Govemment Railways, instead of 
Class I, II and III. 

The figures up to 1946-47 relate to undivided India and thereafter 
to Indian Union ; but figures for the period from 1st April 1947 to 14th 
August 1947 are exclusive of E. P., Assam and the narrow gauge of E. I. 
Railways. The figures have been revised wherever possible. 

Rotite Mileage of the Railways .—In calculating route mileage, double 
or treble lines arc counted only once. 

Gross Earnings and Working Exposer.—Represent total earnings and 
expenses of railways in an accounting period irrespective of whether the 
earnings have been realised or expenses paid. Gross earnings include all 
earnings from passenger traffic, goods traffic, parcels, luggage and other 
miscellaneous sources of revenue , wffiile working expenses incluae all ex¬ 
penses incurred for maintenance of structural works, supply of loco power, 
carriage and wagon stock, ferry steamers and harbours as wcU as the expenses 
of traffic departments, general and electric service departments and other 
miscellaneous expenses. 

Train — Includes the mileage of trains conveying passengers or 

goods or both as well as the mileage of empty trains* No deduction is made 
for dcpanmental trains. 

Number of passengers and Number of tons carried.—la Table No. 208 
the figures represent the number of passengers and number of tons of goods 
originating on all Railways, while in Table No. 209 they represent the 
total number of passengers and total number of tons of goods carried 
on individual railways. In the latter case, passengers travelSng over two 
or more railways or two or more guages of the same railway are treated as 
having performed two or more journeys. The figures relating to tonnage 
of goods carried are also record^ in the same manner. 

Passenger Miles and Net Ton Miles.—TH q figures under these heads 
are the real indices of the volume of passenger and goods traffic handled. 
These are arrived at by multiplying the total number of passengers car¬ 
ried and the total tonnage of goods carried by the respective number of miles 
over which they are moved. 
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Accidents.’-TYit figures exclude persons killed or injured in railway 
workshops. 

The regrouping of Indian Railways carried out during 1951-52 has 
necessitated corresponding changes in the statistics contained in this volume. 
'With effea from the 14th April, 1951, the M & S. M., S. I. and Mysore 
State Railways were integrated into the Southern Railway. With effect 
from the 5th November, 1951, the G. I. P., N. S., Scindia and Dholpur 
State Railways were combined to form the Cratral R^way and the B. B. & 
C. I., Saurashtra, Jaipur State, Rajasthan and Kutch State Railways to 
form the Western Railways. 

For purposc:s of statistics, the regrouping has been assumed to have 
taken place as from ist AprU, 1951 and comparative figures for the Central, 
the Western and the Southern Railways for 1950-51 have been compiled 
for the regrouped system as a whole by consolidating the figures of the 
respective constituent units of the new systems. For purposes of exhi¬ 
biting comparative figures for 195051, the Scindia, Dholpur, Saurashtra, 
Jaipur, Rajasthan and Kutch State Railways, which, prior to regrouping, 
were included under Class 11 and Class III Railways, are now induded in 
group of ‘Class V Railways and omitted from the groups ‘Class II’ and 
^Class III’ Railways. 

The regrouping of Government Railways was further extended on the 
14th April, 1952 with the formation of the Northern, Eastern and North 
Eastern Railways as follows : — 

The Nonhern Railways by the integration of the former Jodhpur, Bika¬ 
ner State, and E. P. Railways ; Lucknow, Moradabad and Allahabad Divi¬ 
sions of the E. 1, Railway ; and the Delhi-Rewari-Fazilka Section of the 
Western Railway : 

The Eastern Railway by the integration of the former B. N. Railway 
with the remaining Divisions of the E. I. Railway : 

The North Eastern Railway by the integration of the former O. T. 
and Assam Railways and the Kanpur Achnera Section of the Western 
Railway. 

With effect from August i, 1955^ the old Eastern Railway was bilur- 
cated into the Eastern and South Eastern Railways.

serviceable vehicles. 

Revenue from State Motor Vehicles Taxes and Fees in India. —Direct 
taxation of motor vehicles in India is a State subject. Taxes are levied 
under various State ‘Taxation Acts’ and the basis and incidents of taxation 
vary. Fees are levied xmder the Motor Vehicles Act, I939‘ which is a 
Central Act and Motor Vehicles Rules framed by the State Govts, there¬ 
under. These include (a) fees for issue and renewal of driving licences and 
issue of duplicate licences and (6) others which include fees for tests of com¬ 
petence to drive, issue of registration certificates and duplicates thereof and 
issue of permits for operation of transport vehicles. Annual figures are com¬ 
piled from returns in prescribed forms received from various States in pur¬ 
suance of a decision taken at a meeting of the Transport Advisory Council 
held in 1939.

Road Mileage and Expenditure on Extra^Municipal Roads maintained 
by Public Authorities .—^The figiircs arc compiled annually froir. the returns 
in the prescribed forms received from various States according to re¬ 
commendations of the Conference of British Commonwealth 
Statisticians held in Ottawa in 1935, These statistics relate to extra- 
municipal roads, i.e, roads outside the area or jurisdiction of a Mu¬ 
nicipality, Town or Qty Corporation or other urban body. These 
roads arc maintained by the (a) Public Works Department and Military 
Engineering Services, and (b) Local Bodies. The roads maintained by 
the M.E.S. are generally in Cantonments where the M.E.S. are the 
executing agency for P.W.D. These returns do not include military 
roads but they include roads, provisionally classed as national highways 
which have come under the direct control of the Government of India with 
effect from April j, 1947, 

Central Road Fund Statistics .—^The Central Road Fund came into 
being in 1929-30, on the recommendations of the Jayakar Committee* 
The fund was built up out of an additional tax of two annas (now 2 ^ annas) 
a gallon on motor spirit. A part of the fund (now one-fifth) has been 
reserved for works of special or all-India importance, the balance being 
allocated to the States for approved works. The basis of allocation has 
been determined by the ratio of the consumption of motor spirit in each 
administrative unit. 

Total receipts in the Central Road Fund and Road Fund Reserve^— 
The fund is non-lapsing, but the credits are subject to the annual vote of the 
Parliament. The Central Reserve was originally fixed by the Legislature 
in 1930 at i/ioth of the Central Road Fund. It was subsequently raised to 
15 per cent in 1937 and 20 per cent, in 1949. Data relate to the Indian

SHIPPING 


Indian shipping statistics are confined to foreign and coastal traffic 
only, data for inland shipping being far too meagre at present. Numbers 
of ships include their repeated voyages, i.e., if a ship performs more than 
one voyage, it is treated as more than one vessel. Tonnage recorded 
except in tabic 226, is net tonnage, volume of enclosed spacer of 
vessels less crew space, engine room and other space not used for cargo; 
and the unit of measurement is a ton of 100 cu. ft. Tonnage recorded in 
table 226 is gross registered tonnage. 

Figures for sailing vessels include only square rigged type while 
those which are not square rigged are taken as country craft. 

Vessels in foreign trade are recorded as entering on the voyage inwards 
at the first port and as clearing on the voyage outwards at the last port at 
which cargo is laden. If on their inward voyage, they enter a port in 
India in ballast or to discharge a part of their cargo and then proceed to 
other ports in India, their clearances and entries after the first port are 
recorded in the coasting trade. Similarly if vessels on the voyage out¬ 
wards load with part cargo for a foreign port and part for some other port 
or ports in India, they arc recorded at the first port of departure as cleared 
in the coasting trade and such vessels are again recorded as cleared in foreign 
trade at the last Indian Port.

POSTS AND TELEGRAPHS 


This section presents all essential financial and operating data relating 
to the different branches of the Posts and Telegraphs Department, They 
comprise statistics of the number of offices and the mileage of telegraph 
lines as well as the volume of traffic handled by those offices and/or sent 
over the wires. It is thus possible to make a study of the growth of traffic 
against the background of expansion of facilities and znce versa. 

Receipts under Postage include both sale of stamps and postage paid 
in cash, e.g., —(i) postage prepaid in cash in Presidency post offices, (ii) credits 
afforded in the schedule of customs duty on account of postage, redirection 
fees, and insurance fees realised on delivery of inward foreign parcels, (iii) 
charges for resetting franking machines and (iv) cash realised for unpaid or 
insufficiently paid postal articles. Statistics relating to Telegraph offices 
maintained by the department independently or in conjunction with another 
office or by a licensed administrator have been included. Statistics of re¬ 
gistered articles are actuals, but in the case of unregistered postal traffic 
(letters, postcards, parcels, packets and newspapers) it is not possible to 
maintain day to-day statistics of the actual number of articles. Unregistered 
traffic is, therefore, estimated from a count of the articles in all post offices in 
India taken during the one week in the busy season and one week in the slack 
season. 

Table regarding Radio telegrams includes only messages sent to ships 
from coastal offices.

OVERSEAS COMMUNICATION SERVICE 


This Service working as a separate Department under the Ministry 
of Communications is responsible for Telegraph, Telephone, Radio photo 
and Multi-Address Broadcast Services between India and Foreign 
countries. The Service was nationalised with effact from the ist January, 
1947 prior to which date it was being worked by a private company—The 
Indian Radio and Cable Communications Co. Ltd., following services were 
taken over from the Company at the time of Nationalization:— 

(uf) Submarine Cable Telegraph Services —connecting (i) Bombay to 
London via Aden, Port Sudan, Alexandria, etc. for the 
European traffic i (ii) Madras with Penang, Singapore^ 
Hong Kong, etc. for the East Asian traffic; (iii) Bombay to 
Zanzibar via Aden for East and South African traffic. 

(h) Wireless Telegraph Services —between (i) Bombay and London, 
Melbourne, Shanghai, New York (through two direct services 
operated by Messrs. Mackay Radio Telegraph Co., and 
Radio Corporation of America at the American end); (ii) 
New Delhi and London. 

(c) Radio Telephone Service —between Bombay and London.

Figures prior to 1946-47 include the port of Karachi and relate to 
Undivided India. 

Counterfeit trade mark ,—Means a tampered, altered or effaced ‘trade 
mark’. A ‘'trade mark’ under the Merchandise Marks Act has the mean¬ 
ing assigned to a “registered trade mark” as defined in the Table Marks 
Act, 1940 or a mark used to indicate a connection between the goods and a 
person having the right as a proprietor to use the mark. 

False Trade description .—A trade description which, as applied to 
goods, is untrue in a material respect, It includes every alteration of a 
trade description, whether by way of addition, effacement or otherwise 
‘trade description’ means any description, statement of other indication 
direct or indirect— 

(n) as to the number, quantity, measure, gauge or weight of any 
goods, or 

(t) as to the place or time of production, or 

(c) as to the mode of manufacturing any goods, or composition thereof 
or 

(<i) as to any goods being the subject of an existing patent, privilege 
or cop^nvright. 

Use of any mark which, according to the custom of the trade, is commonly 
taken to be an indication of any of the above matters is also a trade descrip¬ 
tion within the meaning of this Act, 

Place of origin ,—It is also obligatory under ihe Act that the goods should 
bear an indication of the country or place in which they were made or produ¬ 
ced Non-description or false description of the place of origin constitute 
an offence under the Act. This does not apply to goods imported for the 
purposes of re-export. 

Stamping of piece-goods^ cotton yarn and thread .—Under the require¬ 
ments of the Act, all piece-goods should be conspicuously stamped in 
English numeials with the real length in standard yards and fraction thereof 
on each piece. Cotton yam sold in bundles and cotton thread for sewing 
darning, crochet or handicraft should also be conspicuously markv^'d with 
weight and count of the yarn contained in each bundle and with the length 
or weight of the thread cortained in each unit. Each piece-good, each bundle 
of yarn and each unit of thread should also be conspicuously marked with 
the name of the jnanufacturer or the wholesale purchaser in India of the 
goods. 

Goods sold for export and those produced in establishments employing 
not more than 10 persons (not more than 20 persons in case of co-opera¬ 
tive societies) are exempted from the provisions of this Act,

TRADE 

(A) Foreign Trade 

Imports—(T ables 249, 250,253, 256, 257, 263 and 265.) 

Import figures generally show the trade as declared by importers in* 
the bills of entry (applications for clearance) and as checked by customs^ 
officials. 

Goods entered for storage in bonded warehouses and afterwards- 
exported therefrom are included under ^imports’ and ''re-exports\ 
Transhipment trade is not recognised for the purpose of Indian trade 
returns and is thus not included here. 

Trade of foreign countries on the border of India passing in transit 
through Indian ports on through bills of lading from and to overseas 
countries is included under ‘ imports’ and ‘re-exports’ respectively 
The transit trade of Pakistan has, however, been excluded from the general 
import and re-export with effect from April, 1952. 

Imports of passengers’ baggage are not included unles:s they are 
dutiable. 

All articles imported from foreign countries by parcel post are included;, 
so also articles received by letter post, if they are dutiable. 

Exports AND RE-EXPORTS (Tables 249, 251, 252, 254, 255, 256, 258, 259, 264 

and 266.) 

Export figures represent the trade as declared in the manifests of vessel 
cleared which have been received and scrutinized with reports of notice 
of short shipment up to the last working day of the month or as near to 
that as is practicable but not earlier than 26th of the month. During the 
year 1951-52, however, a revised procedure for the registration of export 
trade statistics was adopted. The export trade statistics are now being 
compiled on the basis of trade as declared in the shipping bills passed up 
to the last working day of the months with necessary adjustments on account 
of short shipments. The figures of exports relate to Indian merchandise 
alone as distinct from exports of foreign merchandise which are classed as 
re-exports.

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TRADE 


(A) Foreign Trade — contd. 

All articles despatched to foreign countries by parcel post are included 
but the contents of foreign letters despatched are not registered. 

Classification of trade by countries (Table 250, 251 and 252). 

Imports are classified with reference to th^ countries whence th-y were 
consigned to India and not with reference to th3 countries whince they 
were shipped direct to India. Thi country of consignmmt is defined 
as that from which the goods have comi wh^th^r by land and sea o: by 
sea only or by air, without interruprion of transit save in the course of 
transhipment or transfer from one m uns of conveyance to a aa:he:. Tn a> 
the countries whence goods are consigned are not in all cases the countries 
of actual origin of goods since gaods produced in one caantry may be 
purchased by a firm in another country and chMce d-'spitc’ned after a baj^r 
or shorter interval to India. 

Exports are credited to the country of final destination as declared by 
exporters in the shipping bills whether that country possesses a sea-board 
or mot. The country of final destination is defined as that to which 
goods exported from’ India are intended to pass whether by sea and land 
or by sea only or by air without interruption of transit, save in the course 
of transhipment or transfer from one means of conveyance to another. 

Quantity and value (Table 253, 254 and 255). 

The figures represent the quantities and values declared by importers 
.and exporters in bills of entry and shipping bills. 

The quantities represent net weight exclusive of containers, while the 
value of goods represents (i) the wholesale cash price less trSde discount 
for which goods of the like kind and quality are sold or are capable of 
being sold at the time and place of importation or exportation, as the case 
may be, without any abatement or deduction whatever, except (in the 
vcase of goods imported) of the amount of duties payable on the importation 
thereof; or (n) where such price is not ascertainable the cost at which the 
goods of the like and quality could be delivered at such place without any 
abatement or deduction except as aforesaid. Import valuation in 
practice corresponds to method, but export valuation was prior 
to April 195T, not strictly on f.o.b. basis as it did nor take into account ex¬ 
port duties and such items as dock charges, cost of transport, etc., up to 
the vessel. With effect from April 1951, however, the basis of export 
valuation has been changed so as to conform strictly to f.o.b. basis inclusive 
-of export duty and/or cess where leviable. 

CURRENCY AREAS :—‘(Tables 256, 357, 258 and 259). The follow¬ 
ing classification has been adopted for the year 1955-56. 

Dollar Area :—United States of America, Canada (including New¬ 
foundland and Labrador), Cuba, Haiti, Dominican Republic, Porto Rico 
Virgin Islands of the United States, M;xico, Guatemila, Honduras (not 
British), Salvador, Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Columbia, Republic of Panani, 
Panama Canal Zone, Venezuela, Ecuador, Bolivia, Hivvaii, Paillppiaes 
and Liberia. 

Sterling Area :—^All Commonwealth Countries (excluding Canada and 
Sudan) together with Irish Republic, Iceland, Jordan, Muscat and Oman, 
Iraq and Burma. 
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"A) Foreign trade — contd. 

Currency Areas — contd. 

Other Soft Curency Area .—All other countries. 

Currency areii figures include the latest adjustments and therefore do 
not always tally ^vith the preceding figures. 

Treasure (Tables 260 and 261). 

Imports and exports of gold and silver coin and bullion and issued 
currency notes are recorded separately under ‘treasure’ as distinct from 
‘merchandise’. The value of gold and silver represents the market value 
at the time and place of import or export, as the case may be. 

Index Numbers of declared values and quantum of trade Table (262) 

For figures up to 1948-49, the original base is the year ending March 
1928 but converted to the year ending March 1939. Owing to far- 
reaching changes in the pattern ot trade as well as in the coverage, of the 
statistics, especially after partition, a new series calculated with reference 
to year ending March 1949 as base, was introduced with effect 
from 1949-50. Re-export trade, which was excluced from the old series 
was included in the export trade for the purpose of the index. 

To fit in with the current pattern of India’s foreign trade, a revised series 
with I952“53 as base has now been introduced with effect from 1953-54* 
Re-export trade has been excluded form the Export Index. The revised 
series covers trade by all routes by Sea, Air and Land. 

Declared Values 

Index numbers of declared values are constructed so as 1:0 show the 
changes in the unit \^alues of articles imported or exported. 

The method of calculation consists in revaluing the trade of the 
current period at the prices prevailing in the base period and then in 
comparing the recorded value of the current period with the correspond¬ 
ing value recalculated on the above basis. Thus, if the price and quantity 
of any article in the base period be denoted by po and q© and the correspond¬ 
ing figures for the period under consideration by pn and Qn the price 
index (?„.) may be defined symbolically as :

In actual practice the calculation has to be based on a selected number 
of items, z.e., those for which both quantity and value figures are recorded 
in the trade returns. In the case of the old series (1938-39= lOo), it was 
assumed that the average price changes of the omitted articles (f.e., those 
directly not made use of in the calculation) were the same as those ol the 
selected articles. But in the series (base 1948-49 = 100), the omitted items 
were assumed to lollow the movements of related articles. The total num¬ 
bers of imported and exported items (or articles) taken into account in the 
calculation of the old series were i6t and 76 respectively having a coverage 
of 78 per cent of the import trade and 93 per cent of the export trade during 
1927-28. The items directly taken into account in the calculation of the 
second series numbered 216 for imports .and 115 for exports (including 
re-exports), with a coverage of over 69 per cent of the import trade and 
93 per cent of the total export and re-export trade during the base year 1948-494 
The commodities included in the revised index (1952-53 = 100) account for 
92% of the total trade of India by sea, air and land in respect of export trade 
and 73% of the import trade.

Quantum of Trade 

Quantiim indices are designed to show the movements in the aggregate 
value of imports and exports after elimination of the effect of price changes. 
The quantum index (Qn) can be defined as below :—

where denotes the aggregate value of the trade recorded for the base 
period Vn the corresponding figure for the given period and P" the index 
number of declared valuesj, as defined above. 

By Sea and Air— 

The figures represent trade with foreign countries both on private and 
Government accounts, registered at Indian Sea and Air ports. 

The foreign trade of Kutch was first included in June 1948, of Travan- 
corcj Saurashtra and Okha in April 1949 and that of Delhi Air Port from 
April 1950. 

From 1949-50, goods imported or exported for use of the Defence 
Services or for Defence purposes are included but recording is still in¬ 
complete. 

Land Frontier Trade (Table 263-266) 

This section comprises of two parts. The first part deals with the 
trade with Tibet, Nepal, Sikkim and Bhutan as recorded at certain railway 
stations adjacent to the land frontier routes in the absence of a customs 
barrier. Only quantities are shown. Values are not recorded at present. 
The second part deals with India's land frontier trade with Pakistan, 
Afghanistan, Iran and Burma as registered at the land customs lines. 

The partition of India in August 1947 altered India’s land frontiers 
as well as the character of its l^nd frontier trade. The bulk of its trade 
under the present set-up is with Pakistan. 

Overall Balance of Trade (Table 267) 

From April 1948 total values of foreign trade of India by all routes 
(7.(?., sea, air and land) have been taken into account for puropse of calculat¬ 
ing the balance of trade. Balance of trade in treasures is in gold and silver 
only. 


TRADE 

(B) Coasting Tradh 
(' fables 268 and 269) 

C^oasting trade statistics represent the trade registered at the ports in 
States (Old Provinces), that is, the trade between one State (Old Province) 
on the one side and all other States (Old Provinces and former Indian 
States, such as Kutch, 'fravancore etc.) plus certain other ports on the 
Indian coast (eg., French Ports, Goa, etc.) on the other, 'fhe trade among 
ports within the same State has not been included into the table presented 
here. Cochin Port which was a parr of Madras block prior tu April 1951 
has from that date been constituted into a separate bloc. 

For the purposes of trade and tariff, Pakisatn was declared to be a 
foreign countr>’ with effect from ist March 1948, and hence the coasting 
trade of India with Pakistan ports is excluded from that date. 

The figures show gererally the trade as declared in the shipping do¬ 
cuments duly scrutinised and passed through the custom houses. The 
term Tndian merchandise’ comprises all goods that are of* the growth, 
produce or manufacture of India. Indian merchandise is distinguished 
from forcing merchandise in the declaration of importers or exporters made 
in the Bills of entry or shipping bills from which the trade statistics 
are compiled. Passengers’ baggage, postal transactions and merchandise 
transhipped at Custom ports arc excluded from the scope of these statistics. 
Imports and exports of treasure which include gold and silver (bullion 
and coin) only arc recorded separately and are not included in the figures of 
merchandise. PYom 1948-49, the distinction between private merchandise 
and Government stores has been abolished and combined figures of trade 
under both these categories are published. 

In the values of articles imported or exported as recorded in the coasting 
trade, customs and excise duties previously paid are included. 

The year refers to the period of twelve months, April to March. 
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(C) Inland trade 
(lable 270) 

Nature and Scope —Inland trade statistics represent only the move¬ 
ment of the trade, by railways and steamer services, into and from a State 
< 01 d Province or Indian State) taken as a whole or a chief port or ports, 
the trade of which is registered separately from that of the State (Old Pro¬ 
vince or Indian State) in which such port or ports may be situated. Mov^ 
ment of the trade by other means {e,g,^ road, air, country boats, etc.) is 
thus excluded from the scope of these statistics. 

Method of Registration. —The statistics are recorded on ‘import 
basis. According to the arrangement in force, each of the ^ railways regis¬ 
ter such traffic as is received at stations on its line within a particular 
trade block from other trade blocks, without taking into account the traffic 
en route to a destination on a different railway system or to a station on 
the same system but located outside that trade bloc. With a view to 
reducing the number of returns, imports into the station on the minor 
railways arc recorded by the major railways connecting them. 

For river-borne trade, the following traffic is recorded by the agents 
of the different steamer services concerned: (i) between Calcutta on one 
hand and Assam, West Bengal {excludir^ Calcutta), Bihar, and Uttar 
Pradesh on the other, (ii) between West Bengal (excluding Calcutta) on one 
side and Assam, Bihar and Uttar Pradesh on the other, (iii) between Assam 
on one hand and Bihar and Uttar Pradesh on the other hand (iv) between 
Bihar and Uttar Pradesh. 

The traffic carried partly by rail and partly by river, when booked 
through and carried by steamers running in connection with railways, is 
to be recorded generally by the railway administration concerned. 

Articles and unit of measurement. —The trade in certain staple articles 
only is recorded in the standard mds, of 82^ lbs. The weight recorded is 
the net weight, i.e.^ the gross weight entered in the invoices less certain 
fixed percentages which have been taken to represent the weight of packings, 
etc. Values are not recorded. Figures of oilseeds represent the trade 
in the following varieties (i) castor, (ii) cotton, (iii) groun^uts, (iv) 
linseed, (v) rape and mustard and (vi) til or jinjili. Cotton piece-goods 
include both Indian and foreign cloth. Jute raw, includes both loose 
and pucca bales. Raw cotton figures do not make a distinction between 
ginned or unginned. 

Period covered. —Figures relate generally to the financial year, April 
to March ; but in the case of cotton raw, figures relate to the cotton year, 
September to August. 

Trade Blocks. —Prior to April 1955, there were only 20 Trade Blocks. 
The list had to be revised because of the separation of Andhra from 
Madras, the de facto transfer of Pondicherr}^ and Karikal from French to 
Indian Administration and the need felt for separate figures of the trade of 
each state. India has now been divided, for purposes of internal trade, 
into 36 Trade Blopks with effect from April, 1955. The figures for i 955 *- 5 ^ 
in table 270 have thus been shown separately according to the 36 new trade 
Blocks while the earlier figures arc given for former 20 trade blocks.

Current Account 

Merchandise figures include estimates of unrecorded imports 
paid with Indian currency notes but exclude transactions under Govern¬ 
ment barter deals. Imports are c.i*f. and exports fo.b. 

Tramportaiion Services. —Receipts include charges, etc., met by foreign 
ships in Indian pons, while payments cover operating expenses abroad of 
Indian Steamship companies and some freight payments. 

Investment income Services. —Receipts include interest and discount 
on the investments of the Reserve Bank of India. 

Government Services not included elsewhere. —The payment figures 
represent disbursements of the Government such as those for the upkeep 
of its offices abroad as also contributions to international organisations. 

Miscellaneous {Services). —This item covers, in the main, receipts and 
payments for services such as those for agency services and film rentals and 
maintenance of estates. 

Donations. —Tliese are mainly unilateral transfers like maintenance 
allowances and remittances received by missionaries. Also include aid, 
received under (Colombo Plan and Indo-U. S. Technical Co-operation Agree¬ 
ment, 

Sterling area. —^All Commonwealth countries {excluding Canada, New¬ 
foundland and Sudan) together with Burma, Iraq, Jordan, Muscat St Owan, 
Irish Republic and Iceland. 

Dollar Area. —Covering United States of America, Canada {including 
Newfoundland), Cuba, Haiti, Dominican Republic, Porto Pico, Virgin 
Islands of the United States, Mexico, Guatemala, Honduras (not British), 
Salvador, Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Colombia, Republic of Panama, Panama 
Canal Zone, Venezula, Ecuador, Bolivia, Hawaii, Philippines, and Liberia* 
Figures for 1951 and 1952 refer to ^^Hard Currency Area’’ comprising the 
United States of America, other American Account Countries, Canada* 
Liberia, Argentina and Japan. The last two ceased to be hard currency 
countries from January 1951 and October 1951, respectively.

Capital Account 

Figures exclude the movement in balances of private companies having 
head offices or branches abroad but include the movement in rupee balances 
of non-resident individuals.

Electoral Statistics 

Under the terms of the Indian Constitmion there shall be a Parliament for the Union 
consisting of the President and two Houses to be known respectively as the Council of States 
and the House of the People. Similarly in each State? barring a few, there shall be elected 
legislature consisting of either one House known as the Lcgislativ e Assembly or two Houses 
known as the Legislative Council and the Legislative Assembly. 

In the following tables an attempt has been made to bring out broadly the salient 
characteristics of the electorate in the country. For this, the number of voters, constituencies 
and seats allotted for each State for the purpose of representation in the Parliament as also 
in the State Legislatures have been given. 


(i) Number of Voters and Constimencifs in each State. 

In this table arc shown the number of voters and constituencies in each State for 
the purpose of elections to the Legislative Assembly and the House of the People. The 
election to the House of the People and to the Legislative Assembly of every State shall be 
on the basis of adult suffrage; that is to say, every person who is a citizen of India and has 
attained the age of 2i years, if not otherwise disqualified, shall be entitled to be a voter at 
any such elections. For the purposes of election to the House of the People, the States 
have been grouped or formed into territorial constituencies and the number to be allotted for 
*ach such constituency has been determined so as to ensure that there shall be not less than 
©nc member from every 750,000 of the population and not more than one member from every 
500,000 of the population 

The Legislative Assembly of each State is to be composed of members chosen by direct 
election on a scale of not more than one member for every 75,000 of the population. The 
total number of members in the Legislative Assembly of Part A & B States shall not in any 
case be more than 500 or less than 60. The strength of the Legislative Assembly or Elec- 
ioral College in a Part C State will be determined under the provisions of the Govern¬ 
ment of Part C States Act, 195J. 

(ii) Representation in Legislative Assemblies and the two Houses of ParlidmenU 

In this table the seats allotted in the Legislative Assembly as also in the two Houses 
of Parliament for each State are given. While all the scats in the Legislative Assembly and 
the House of the People arc to be filled by direct election, in case of the Council of States 
12 scats are to be filled through nomination by the President and the rest through election 
by members of State Legislative Assemblies or Electoral Colleges, according to the 
quota allotted to each. The method of election in the State Assembly for choosing members 
for the Council of States will be on the basis of proportional representation by means of 
the single transferable vote. 

(iii) Representation in Legislative Councils together with Constituencies for the purpose. 

Representation in the Legislative Council of each State, where there is such a Council, 
will be confined 10 certain special interests like Local Bodies, University Graduates ind 
Teachers, nominees of the Governor and elected representatives of the Legislative Assem¬ 
bly. This table shows the proposed strength of this Council in each State together with the 
plumber of constituencies for the purpose of elections.
